Moore et al. (US 5683518) teaches a multiple gas supply units (#314a-b and 
more) at various height; but fails to teach a partition plate having a center opening to 
contact the substrate holding unit in a raised position; and to have a gas introducing unit 
above the partition plate and three gas introducing units below the partition plate.
